A correspondent who has beeo engaged | in 
business at the sandwich Islands for nearly tive 
Fears, but is now in (his country, remarks con 
cerning the missionaries as follows, ‘+I have re 
gided in their families, and have had an oppor- 
tunity of becoming intimately acquainted with 
eoch of them, their situations and circumstances, 
—I have witnessed the many trials and priva 
tions ‘o which they are coasiantly sufject;—i 
have sceo their faithfal, persevering labours, 
the mavifo'd benefits which have resulied from 
them to the ounce miserable and wretched tuhab 
tante. 

To give you some idea of my meaning, let me 
for a moment transport you to those islands. 
Instead of seeing hundreds and thousands of na- 
ives in scenes of debauchery and tumuh; oe 
Rociite afer a few drunken sailors wiio are 
strolling about the villages; or engaging in some 
other pursuit equally base and humiliating you 
will see all tue principal ‘chiefs, and a grea‘ 
proportion of their subjects, busily employed 
every leisure hour from Monday morning to Sa 
tu; doy night, in mokieg preparations for te com- 
ing Sabbath. But for fear ibey should mistake 
the day, they will probably ask you, & almost ev- 
ery other person they meet, What day is ir? 
Acd whea Saturday night comes, a crier is sent 
through the villages to give notice to allthe peo 
ple. hat *apapo e ka la tabu o ke Akua’’ i. e 
te: morrow is the Lord's day anda day of rest; 
aud on Sabbath woruing,as soon as the sun gilds 
the mouniain tops, you will see them dressing 
aud making preparations to go to church, and 
waiting witb the ofmost impatience till (ey hea: 
tie Beli rs ging for services. You will then see 
the stree's thronged wih avery numerous aud 
respectable ivain, repairing to the house of the 
Lord, (e houre 30 dy 70 feet) which they will 
fili io overflowing, aod, where they will sit and 
listen with the greatest attention, eager to catch 
ey fy word (iat tails from the lips of the preach- 
er. Ut there is apy noise of disturbance about 
the house, they will request the preacher to step, 
uatil perfect order acd profound silence are re 
stored; and itisa very pleasing sight to see num- 
bers of them, with pencil and paper, sketching 
down passages aud parts of the discourse as 
subjects for future inquiry. We shall find num- 
bers anxiously seeking the way to Zion; and 
others who have found the Redeemer to be pre- 
cious to their souls, Avery tew, there is reason 
to hope, have goue to meet Ovookiah, with the 
blessed in heaven. © how animating would 
such a sight be to you! Your very heart would 
thrill with a glow of feeling which none but 
the truly pious and bevevolent Christian can 
know. 

You would be ready toinquire, Whatcanl 
do—what oughtI to do—for those self denying 
mea, who have forsaken their country kindred 
friends and innumerable privileges, for a land 

pagans, ignorant of the true God! I will tell 
you what you can do. In the first place, fur 
nish them with comfortable & coavenient hous- 
es, which will shelter them securely from the 
rain, wind and dust, which at different seasons 
of the year prevail. ‘The rainy seasons continig 
from four io six months during which time it 
rains ag often asevery other day; and with such 
violence as todrive through (ne vative-built hous 
es, 80 that it is almost impossibie to keep any 
thing diy within. Beds, clothing, books, and 
furuiiure, if they have any, musi often be taken 
out and dried.-—Svve afier the rainy season is 
over, tee Jow laods upon the sea shore become 
parched aud dustv. Phe winds, which cvostant 
ly blow, and often very fresh, now raise up 
clouds of dust, which drive into the r houses in 
sucl: a degree as to cover every thing which is 
in any measure exposed. lu the oext place, 
they want a comloriable suvp'y of good and 
Whulesome food, suci as beef, pork. bread, 
flour, meal. buiter, cheese and iard; aud allow 
Me io say that a few delicacies would ai times 
be very desirable, particularly iv cases of sick 
Ress, to which they are constao‘ly more or | ss 
exposed. Lathe nex place, temale domestc 
help is very much wanted, and there is none i 
be wad there. Sickness is unavoidable; and it 
Buch cases the mssivaames have sometimes 
been obl.g dio Jay aside thei: usual labour, to 
couk, nurse, and take care of tie sick, for twe 
Or turre weeks together.

THE BIBLE AT THE SOCIETY ISLANDS 
When we reached the islands in the South 
| Seas in September, 1521, say Messrs. Tyerman 
ana Bennet ina letter to the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, we found the Gospel of St. Luke 
jhad beeo for some time in the hands of the peo 
|ple, as well as some extracts from Scripture, 
‘which had been previously printed. Since our 
arrival in the Islands, we have had the privilege 
|t@ put into the hands of the natives, the Gospels 
jof St. John and St. Matthew, andthe Acts of 
the Apostles; and have been delighted beyond 
\expression to witness the avidity with which all 
lages pressed to obtain a copy of eac': part of the 
| Scripture as it happened to ba printed, bringing 
} with them at the same time the required number 
‘of bamboos of cocoa-nut oil io pay for the copy. 
When the Gospel of St. Joho was issued to the 
people at Huahine, we had the gratification to 
be present —Great numbers were louging for il, 
bupthere were only 400 copies to distribute 
amOvg them. Long before the hour appoigted 
for distribution, the large school-room was Tl 
ed with anxious expectants. Koowing the ear 
nest desire.of the people for the Scriptures, and 
that some must then go without, Mr. Barff had at 
ranged with the Cieifs, that those should « 
first supplied who could read them best; but, 
uotwithstanding this, the solicitude and pres- 
sure were so great, that it was with the utmosi 
diffi-uliy, he proceeded in the distribution. 

Amoug wany other affecting appeals, to be fa 
voured with acopy of the Hoijy Book, three 
old women were irresistibly clamorous. The 
Missionary said to them: **You know you can 
not read in the Scriptures yet, and you can hard- 
ig see to read.”? They instantly replied, “Tis 
rue, we are only in the B. a. ba, yet, you kn 
how diiizent we lave long been 'n attending 
school every day, and trying to learn to read 
that parau maitai (good word,) and because we 
are old, we want it the more, that we may read 
while we can see at all; and if we shall not be 
able to read it we long to have the good wore in 
our house, and we cana get some one to read it to 
us!’ You will readily suppose that we were 
uot unaffected spectators of such singular bun. 
gering and thirsting after the word of life. 

in times of the greatest distress in England we 
have never seeu greater solicitude to obtain a 
portion of gratuitous distributious of food or 
money, (han these people have shuwn, to be per 
mitted to purchase the Sacred Sciiptures, The 
care of their Bibles, and their diligence in perus- 
ing them, are as great as their solicitude to 
obtain them. 

On one occasion,when Mr. Williams of Raia- 
tea was overturned with some natives in a rough 
sea, they left him to shift for himself, aud hoid 
on by the boat, until they swam wiih their co 
pies of the Gospels to the dry reef; & when they 
had spread their wet Bibles iu the sun, they re 
‘urned and assisted bim, for whom they have the 
most lively regard. 

The translation of the Scriptures is proceed 
‘ng, upon the whole, nearly as rapidly as we 
could desire, and ia the course of a few years, 
the whole we trust will be in the hande of the 
people. 

Respecting the fidelity of the translations which 
have already been made, it may be gratifying to 
know that we bave read a great part of them, 
comparing them with tue origizal Greek; & can 
assure the Society that they are executed with 
great skill and judgment. The inaccuracies are 
lew, and of liitie moment; & we question wheth 
er a more faithful translation of the Sacred 
Scriptures has ever been made.—Such ia the 
copivusness Of the Tahitian language, that it is 
generally suflicient, and but comparatively few 
joreign words are found necessary to be intro 
duced. 

Tne whole population of these Islands may be 
regarded as under school instruction, having the 
Scripiures as sheir great class book, The gené 
vality of the people read with a propriety and 
fluency seldom koowp among the common peo- 
pie iD our own country; their progress in kaow- 
(edge aod scriptural aud rel:gious subjects is

FAVOURABLE PRO3PECTS IN POLAND 
Messrs Becker aud Reichardt, whose tour ia 
Poland was mentioned io a late oumber of our 
paper, vised Gombyn, a town where are more 
than 1000 Jews. ‘fo their surprise, they were 
visited by a greal number of Jews and Jewesses, 
who lisiesed attentively to their arguinents from 
the Hebrew Old Testament, in favour of the 
Messiahship of Jesus Christ.

Hudson, of the Mackinaw Mission, which re-

Ou my arrival last week, I found tna: all the 
assstance IM@§ild reuder was very much needed; 
and Tam anx‘ous to do all I can to relieve Bros ™® 
ther Ferry, who is almost worn down with ex- 
cessive labour and care. The mission isin a 
very prosperous state. Little did [ think of fiads 
ng children here from a distance of 2700 miles; 
but there are four who have come that distance, 
even from Red River, in the vicinity of Hud- 
sun’s Bay. Several others have beea brought 
more than 1000 miles. There are now in our 
iamily, supported by their friends or the Chris- 
ian public, 61 natives. These, with our hired 
help &c. make our family to consist of 80 per- 
sons; the children of the village who attead our 
scuool, make the number 115. These last 
yield us in cash, more than $400 per annum, 
besides, perhaps, nearly $10 in such articleg 
a8 we need, that are not exactly cash. We are 
ouilding largely of necessi:y, as you will readily 
perceive, when I tell you we can increase the 
-choal to almost any number, a8 soon as we can 
provide accommodativas for them. Never did 
| see a more promising field for missioaary las 
bours. We have one half-breed, whose wife 
(3a white womaao, with five children, all meme 
vets of our family, and the parents very emi- 
vently pious and very valuable helpers. A des 
voui soldier who waits apoa the Lord and ug 
coatinuslly—ihese three ere self-devuted & for! 
lite. Two fadias woman (neighbours) give 
comforting evideace of a deep and gracious 
work, aod one of our dear children, a girl of 14, 
we trust has lately drank deep into tae same api-™ 
rit. Weare, asa family, in perils, and labours,

The characters above 
enumerated commenced their career of guilt by 
violating the dictates of prudence. This step was 
preliminary to the grossest immorality: so that 
imprudence may justly be considered as constitut- 
ing the first link in the chain of profanity. The 
man who treats, with irreverence, those who have 
just claims to deference and respect, has set but a 
small value upon kis own character; and has open- 
d the way to the perpetration of the most immo 
ral deeds.—I_ have said, that profanity is ar out- 
rage upon the precepts of religion. Thou shalt 
not take the name of the Lord thy God in vain; for 
he Lord will not hold him guiltlgss, that taketh 
his name in vain.”” Thus saith the third command 
f the decalogue. In correspondence with this, 
ire all the divine injunctions which enjoin human 
duties, “Lhe prudent man foreseeth the evil and 
hideth himself; but the wicked pass on, and are 
punished ” This one Scripture quotation is suffi- 
ient to determine the character of the imprudent 
nan. Wickedness is, by implication, imputed to 
him; and it may be fearlessly averred, that he who 
has no regard for the character of his fellow-men, 
bus little reverence for God. He who, from habi- 
tual imprudence, treats, with disrespect, those who 
ire entitled to respectful consideration and deco- 
rim, h«s already become immoral in his conduct, 
&. habituated to the profanation of the Divine name 
and character. And what has he to expect who, 
from thoughtless imprudence, and habitual immo- 
rality, has arrived at an awful degree of profane 
ness? What has such a one to expect but the 
<corn and neglect of the virtuous and the good?— 
The compunctions of a guilty conscience? The 
displeasure of his Gad? Who but the profligate, 
the most abandoned, dares%o be thus wicked?— 
Profanity proceeds from the dregs of the drunk- 
ard’s cups. Profanity is the pass-word at the 
gambling table, the horse race, and the stew. Pre- 
fanity is the household word of every wicked man. 
He has not magnanimity enough to be prudent 
and virtuous; of course, he chooses to live a slave 
to his sinful propensities, and to die, at last, re- 
membered only for his folly and wickedness. Who 
but must drop a tear over the juvenile mind de- 
praved and ruined by the influence of evil example; 
manhood rendered gloomy and cheerless, by wick- 
edness and impiety, and old age miserable in con- 
sequence of terrible forebodings?-—-The deeds of 
the wicked and profane

Extract of a letter from Moses Rowley, Esq. dated 

Governeur, N. Y. 3ist August, 1825, to the pub- 

lisher of the Christian Watchman. 

“I am happy to inform you, that the reformation 
here still continues. It really seems that the Lord 
is working wonders in this place. I never knew a 
revival so general as this one has been; and it now 
appears to be spreading in the remote parts of the 
towv. ‘There has not been a Sabbath since the 5th 
of June, but what more or less have been baptized. 
Last Sabbath there were five. Some others also 
have related their Christian experience, aud ex- 
pect to be baptized next Sabbath. Sixty-six have 
beeu added by baptism, and a number by letter; 
so that our little church, which before consisted 
of 93 members, now consists of about 175.

An extract of a letter from the Rev. Alvin Tor- 
ry, a Methodist missionary among the Mohawk In 
dians, on Grand River, in apper Capada, says: 
“Such extraordinary outpourings of the Sp.rit of 
God have probably not been witnessed since the 
days of the Apostles. Last Sabbath I had the sa 
tisfaction of baptizing forty-five Indians, who hed 
lately professed faith in Christ. We have one 
hundred converted Indians in one Society, anda 
very promising school at the mission house. l am 
about to set off to the west, to establish another 
mission, nearly sixty miles from this, and build a 
house for that purpose. The subject of Indian 
missions has become so popular, so interesting and 
important, that the governor of the province pro 
poses to assist. The religious excitement among 
these red men of the forest cannot be described.— 
[here are constantly new openings for preaching, 
and a general turning to the Lord.” 

American Seamen's Friend Society—The Editor 
of the Mariner’s Magazine suggests the expedien- 
cy of establishing a new National socieiy with the 
above name, the object of which shall be 1. Te es- 
tablish respectable buarding-houses for sailors, fur- 
nished with suitable reading rooms; 2. To provide 
schools for the education of seamen’s children; 3 
Vo establish.a Saving’s Bank, where the earnings 
of the sailor may be deposited, and Register of- 
fices, where the names of such as maintain a good 
character shall be enrolled; 4. Lo employ missivun- 
aries to get to different sea-ports, to visit vessels, 
and distribuge Bibies and vacts; and 5. Io estab- 
lish, wherever it may be deemed expedient, Mart- 
ners’ churches, and Hoating chapeis. 

Che objects here proposed are of the first impor- 
tance to tne welfare of our seamen, and the upeth 
o¢ proposed for accomplishing them 1s the vesi 
that could be devised. in Great Braian, where a 
National Seameu’s Friend Society has been to: 
some time In operation, respectavie sailors’ board- 
ing houses and Register offices, have been estab 
lished in all the principal ports, and with the hap- 
plest success, At the single port of Leith 30 res 
pectable boarding nouses have been established, 
and at Liverpool as many more; aud the captains 
who visit these ports speak with admiration of 
ihe effect which they have already produced ou 
ihe character of their men.—Let similar establish- 
meuts be introduced iuto this country, and we 
should soon see that our seamen are Capable oi 
secoming as orderly and virtuous as any class of 
citizens. We hope, that the proposed society 
will be formed. We shall pot notiee this suvgec 
urther hereafter.

We shall 
make arrangements to return immediately. What 
is to be the issue of all this, will be fully disclosed 
in the doings of Eternity.

InFLUENCE oF CunistTianiry on Grewapa NEGROES 

A female slave in Grenada died happy in God. 
I saw at her fugeral an extraordinary sight~The 
master and misstress attending the funeral of 
their own slave, as a testimony of esteem for her: 
all the children of the estate, te the number of a- 
bout 60, were clothed in white, each having anew 
garment; and all followed the corpse of the Chris- 
tuuan slave tothe tomb. ‘hus Christianity is the 
means of meliorating the condition of the slave; 
for it makes the master humane and kind while the 
slave is rendered dutiful and obedient. 

I may give, as another instance of the effect of 
Christianity on the negro mind, the case of a free 
young man in Grenada, who was apprenticed to 
a stone mason: when he had served his apprentice- 
ship, being very industrious, he laid by his earn- 
ing; and, when he had obtained 100/. his first act 
was to purchase the freedom of his own mother. 
He continued to lay by his money, till he bought 
the freedom of one of his brothers; and, when I 
left the island, he was about to purchase tbe liber- 
fation of another of them. In this case we see 
Christianity gradually resisting slavery; and it will, 
by its general diffusion, abolish it: for as it is one of 
the greatest moral evils that exist In the earth, it 
must fall before the gospel.— Rev. W. Shrewsbury, 
at the Wesleyan Anniv.

~ The foltowing is an extract from an address de- 
hvered at a missionary meeting in Boston by the 
Rev. Mr. Edwards of Andover. We publish it 
for the special benefit of those who have never 
seen any beneficial result ftom christian missions. 
Fam. Via. 
“We are permitted to witness success—and suc- 
cess so glorious that it has already been celebrated 
with ecsiacy of joy, by every being in the universe 
that has heard of it, and rejoiced over him that rev 
penteth,. 

It is but a few years, since the present system of 
missionary efforts began. Many who are now 
present can remember tne first missionary meeting 
—the first monthly concert—and the first contribu- 
tion, in the present system of efforts, to send the 
gospel to the heathen. 

Now you may witness on the first Monday of 
every month members of thousands of churches, 
in countries which extend half round the globe, 
assembled at the threne of mercy, having agreed 
togetner touching the thing that they should ask, 
and uniting in supplication that it may be done 
for them. And he who hath said, “Ask, and it 
shall be given,,’ is manifesting his faithfulness. 

Even now, almost at the very commencement of 
their asking, and attending it with correspondent 
efforts, you may witness, set up in heathen coun- 
ries, more than forty printing presses—and mann- 

d, and in vigorous operation, furnishing Bibles, 
school books, religious tracts, and various other 
roductions for the literary, moral, and religious 
:mprovement of the heathen world. 
You may see more than 250 missionary stations 
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of hop.tul couvercs from the darkness of pagan 
idolatry. 

On distant shores, where, forty years ago, the 
name of Jesus was not known,I can show you, 
every Sabbath, numerous congregations, averaging 
more than 1000 souls each, all bowing before Je- 
hovah, and rendering united thanks for his “un- 
speakabie gift.” 

As you pass through their villages, at the rising 
of the sun, you may witness numbers returning 
from the forests and groves, who have been out to 
pray to their Father who seethin secret. And 
you can often find scarce ten families in a village, 
who do not unite daily, in family devotion. 

In that small! portion of the world, you may 
count not less than 14000 persons who can, in their 
own tongue, read the Bible; and more than 7000 
who can, with the pen, transact the ordinary busi- 
ness of life. 

You may go to their Sabbath School, and there, 
at an annual meeting,witness thousands of children. 
And as they sing*tHosanna to the son of David,” 
you may see the tear drop down the cheek of a 
hundred parents, as their heart swell with emotions 
too big for utterance in view of what the gospel) 
has done for their children. 

And as you hear the deep groau break through 
the assembly, ask, What is the matter? And with 
streaming eyes, one will tell you, “O if the mis 
sionaries had only come here a little sooner, I too 
should have had children to attend the Sabbath 
School; but before they came when Saten reigned, 
and we were all is darkness, I killed them.’’ 

You may see parents around the communion ta- 
ble, melting in contrition at the dying love of Je- 
sus; and parents too who have with their own 
hands, before they had the gospel, killed 2, 3, and, 
in some cases, 4 of theirownchildren. Now, were 
they living, most joyfully would they lead them to 
Him who took lide children in his arms and 
blessed them, and said, “Of such is the kingdom 
of heaven.” 

Yoa may g, in that country, to a missionary | 
meeting, and find voliected together, 7,000 people, 
bearing their offerings to the Lord of Hosts. 

You may sce the fond pareat move with rapid 
step, at the birth of his infant to enrol his name, 
as a member of the Missionary Society. 

“You,”’—he suys, as he looks on his offspring, | 
with feeling which no parent born in Ciristeadom | 
ever knew,—“if it had not been for the gospel, might 
have now been killed. And as the gospel saves| 
you, it isno more than right, that you should do 
something that it may save others.” And very 
carefulis he to pay the child’s missionary tax ev- 
ery year, until the child is old enough to earn, and 
pay it himself. 

In short, Sir, there is throughout that country 
@ moral renovation. 

Ihe wi.derness and solitary places are glad; the 
desert rejoices, and blossoms asthe rose. The 
eyes of the blind are opened, and the ears of the 
deaf unstopped; the lame man leaps like a hart, 
andthe tongue of the dumb sings. An highway 
is there, “the way of holiness;” aad the ransomed 
of the Lord are already returning, and coming 
home to Zion with singing. Joy and gladness 
are found among them; wnile sorrew and sighing 
flee away. 

Is not here encouragement to go forward, \o 
persevere with increasing diligence to the end! 
And is there not encouragement enough to per 
suade every individual to do this? 

If not | can show you 3,000 pupils in missionary 
schools amung our north American{Indians; 3,000 
in the Sandwich islands; and 12,000 in islands far- 
ther south. I can show you 3,000 in West Africa, 
apd 4,000 in South Africa; 50,000 in the East In- 
dies, and not a small number if the West Indies. 
Among them are thousands of females, of whom 
Paganism has said, and repeated the lie a thousand 
times, that for them to learn to read is impossible, 
because they have no souls. Now they are by thou- 
eands in missionary schools; and making as rapid 
improvements, considering their conditions, as 
any individual on the globe. 

Here, then, are thousands of persons who are to 
be mothers, and tens of thousands who are to be 
fathers in a course of Christian instruction; 450 
ministers of the Gospel, more than 50 of whom 
were in Pagan lands,now proclaiming the unsearch- 
able riches of Christ; 250 missionary stations, at

Its leading prin- 
ciples consist of a wheel and axis, with floats or 
buckets, adapted to a race or trough, whose angle 
of incidence is adupted to the fall or other circum 

stantial conveniences. Upon each end of the axis 


of this wheel is a cog wallow wheel, which works | 


into a race or coy-plate, which is placed upon the 
tup on each side of the race, and which answers for 
what may not improperly be termed a railway. 
Che engine being situated at the foot ofthe race, & 
the water anf operating upon the float, 
turns the wheel, and by the wallow cog-wheels of 
the axis of the water wheel being geered with the 
rack on the race, the wheelascends; aud by a more 
or less partial supply of water, the water-wheel is 
made to descend with the velocity required. To 
the engine may be attached avy formation or con- 
struction of carriage, adapted to the nature of the 
irticle to be transported.—™M Y. Obs.

1 queer town in Virginia —A letter from the “Upper Coun- 
try,” published in the Richmond Family Visitor, states that 
Martinsville, the county town of Henry County, contains a 
court house, an office, afew other houses, and some indi- 
vidual inhabitants, “but there is not a single woman upod 
the primises!” The writer adds, ‘‘you may depend I shal! 
not stay here long, for 1 have no fellowship for my species 
where there are no women.” 

Henry County 1s owned in part by the descendants of the 
celebrated patriot, Patrick Henry, and one of his sons prac- 
tises law at the court in Martinsville. Some of the leading 
families in the county keep up an eternal war, and haye en- 
listed almost all the inhabitants on one side or the other.-- 
Each party have their stores, taverns, physicians, lawyers, 
&e. and have no more dealing with each other than the av- 
cient Jews and Samaritans. 


Cuba --The New Orleans papers to the Sept. 3d, assert 
that, from the information recently received through a gen- 
Ueman from Mexico, there can be no longer doubt as to the 
intention of the government of that republic to invade Cuba. 
Three thousandtroops were assembled at Campeachy about 
the first of August, aud ten thousand more were expected, 
when these united forces were to cross the narrow channel 
that separates Yucatan from Cuba. To insure a superiority 
to the Mexican flag in the Guff, the Asia 74 and several fri- 
gates and sloops of war had been placed under the command 
of Capt. Cochran, and it is calculated that the debarkment of 
12 or 13,000 disciplined troops, with the aid to be expected 
from some of the Creoles, would be sufficient to wrest Cuba 
from the Spamards, who it was thought would seek revenge 
on the Creoles by arming the blacks; a measure which if the 
Mexicans should not succeed, would probably lead to the 
independence of the isiand undera government ¢imilar to 
that of Hayti. Previous accounts seemed to warrant a be- 
lief that the proposed invasion ef Cuba would receive the 
support of Colombia. 

Fur Trade.—We learn from the Washington papers that 
that General Atkinson has been invested by the Seoretary of 
war with power to establish a military post on the Upper 
Missouri at the extreme north bend of the river, and on the 
point where it approaches nearest to the British territory. 
This post is intended to protect our fur trade from ‘the en- 
croachments of British skill and enterprise.” In a letter to 
the Secretary of war, Mr. Benton of Missouri says “the Bri- 
tish commerce in furs has been worth about a million and a 
quarter dollars per a num, for forty years. Ours is nearly 
extinct; butis reviving, and will yield 300,000 dollars, this 
spring atthis place Last year we imported 320,000 dollars 
worth, and the year before 270,000; neariy one half in each 
year from Cunada, that is to say, from our own territary on 
the Upper Missouri by way of of Canada.” 

The highest post on the Missouri at present is the Council 
Biuffs, which is about 600 miles from the mouth of the river. 
Phe proposed stativn is 800 miles further up, or 1400 frow 
the mouth of the river. A few more such strides will bring 
us to the Pacific. —M. ¥. 

A letter from Mr. Hodges, U.S. eonsul at the Cape de 
Verd Isiaods states that is very sickly at Sierra Leone, and 
that many of the Europeans were leaving. The American 
olony at Cape Mesurado was also said to be in a deplora- 
ble staie; that many of the colonists were sick, and Mr. Ash- 
mun, the agent, dangerously ill of a fever. Mr. W. H. 
Mortimer, of Philadelphia, died at Sierra Leone June 14.

the editor of the Heratd, dated August 20, 1825. 

“The treaty at this place terminated yesterday. 
All the objects contemplated, are successfully ac- 
complished. Peace has been concluded between 
the hostile tribes, and boundaries amicably and 
permanently established. Such a treaty has ne- 
ver been before held by any civilized nation 
with the Indian trives—a treaty in which nothing 
was asked of them, and in which the United States 
appeared like a guardian, to settle their mutual 
difficulties, and to prevent the recurrence of hos- 
ulities. It will form an era in our Indian rela- 
tions, Who does not rejoice to see his country 
weagaged mn such a work?”

Grand Council with the Indians at Prairie des 
Chiens.—By Mr. Lewis, who accompanied Gov. 
Cass, as a painter, and who arrived here in the Red 
Jacket, on Friday, we have received a letter from 
the Prairie, a copy of which is published in this 
day’s Herald. We cannot but consider the happy 
result of the medidtion of the United States be- 
tween the hostile tribes, as a subject ef sincere 
congratulation tothe patriot and philanthropist. 

Mr. Lewis has obligingly favoured us with an 
account of the transactions of this council, at which 
were convened between two and three thousand 
Indians, to whom were submitted propositions by 
the United States’ commissioners, more vitally 
important to their interests than, has at any for- 
mer period engaged the deliberations of their 
councils. They all arrived at the council ground, 
clothed in their war dress, and armed with bows 
and arrows, war clubs, & other Indian implement: 
of warfare, very few having fire arms, & encamped 
separately, under their respective chiefs. ‘Whe 
Sacs and Foxes were the last to arrive, and are 
represented as making a very warlike and impos 
ing appearance. hey came up the Mississippi 
in a fleet of canoes, and as they approached the 
Prairie, they lashed their canoes together, and 
passed and repassec the town in aconnected squad 
ron, standing erect, singing their war songs, and 
dancing after their custom. On landing, they 
drew up in martial order, as if ia warlike defiance 
of their enemies, the Sioux, who were encamped 
on the opposite side of the town, and who shot 
back the fierce look of defiance upon their ancient 
foes. The elder chiefs of the opposing trives wer: 
prudent enough, however, to restrain the kindling 
passions of their young men; and their friends, tix 
Chippewas, who were already on the ground, pass- 
ed along their line, and received fricadly saluia- 
tions. 

Phe council was held on the fourth of August, 
under a spacious bovth, covered with yreen 
boughs, erected for the purpose, unter which were 
assemoled, Gov. Cass and Gen. Clark U.S. com- 
missioners, Maj. Thomas Biddie, of the army, se- 
cretary, Nichvlas Boilvin, agent for the Wineba- 
goes and Menominies, Robert A. Forsyth for the 
Foxes and Sacs, Lawrence Taliafero for the Sioux 
and Menry K. Schovicraft for the Chippewas. Ib: 
Indiaas were arranged in the following order—1. 
Sacs and Foxes. 2. Chippewas. 3. Sioux. 4 
Winebagoes and Menominies, The first day was 
occupied im delivering and interpreting the ad- 
dress of the com nissioners to the different tribes, 
and sev*vral subsequent days were Spent in hearing 
the rephes of the different chiets, all of whom ex 
pressed themseives well satistied with the “talk 
Which tneir Great Father had seut them,”’ and 
seared iully wo appreciate the motives of the go- 
vernment, in proposing peace, and permaneni 
Doundary to ‘he hostile wives.

Engraving on Zinc.——There has lately been pub- 
lished by Leske, the bookselier, at Darmstadt, the 
first large work of which the plates are executed 
in zinc, It as a collection of monuments of archi- 
tecture, which will consist of 20 numbers. The 
work is done on zinc inthe same manner a8a stone, 
and the expense of engraviny is thus avoided hence 
the publisher has been enabied to sell the number, 
consisting of twelve folio plates at five francs upon 
common paper. In an economical point of view, 
this method, therfore, deserves to be recommended. 
We see by the German journals, that M. Eberhard, 
author of the collection in questions, has recently 
published a pamphlet upon tie use of zinc, with the 
view of replacing copper plates and lithographic 
stones, for engraving and designing, 8vo. with ten 
plates. (Darmstadt, 1824.)
